AMHERST, Mass. (WWLP) - The Patrick Adnninistration is planning to close 
down a state-owned drug lab on the UMass Annherst campus next month, and 
some local police chiefs are speaking-out against the change. 

The lab, the only state-owned drug lab in Western Massachusetts, tests all of the 
drugs that local police departments collect. The only other lab of its kind in the 
state is in Boston. 

The Patrick Administration is planning the closing to save money, but Amherst 
Police Chief Scott Livingstone told 22News that this is going to cost all of the 
local police departments more money and hassle to bring their drugs all the way 
to Boston. 

“The added expense for overtime for officers, the added expense for gas 
involved, backlogged the court process, all of those are concerns of ours,” 
Livingstone said.
